CHINESE GORDON 
Jan, 28. 
To-day a hundred years ago 
Charles George Gordon, fourth 
son of General H. W. Gordon, 
jRoyal Artillery, was "born at 
|Woolwieh. From Taunton school 
he returned to Woolwich as a 
adet and eventually received his 
commission in the Royal 
Engincers in 1852, In Jess than 
three years he was on active ser- 
vice at the scige of Sebastopol, 
and in being attached to. the 
commission appointed under the 
treaty to. delimit the 
boundary between Russia and 
Turkey, he had his first ex- 
perience of Eastern problems. 
General Gordon’s career in China 
is so well known to all here that 
it comes sometimes as a surprise 
to know, that by his countrymen 
generally he is far better re- 
membered as the heroic defender 
of Khartoum and a tragic figure 
{in political controversy of nearly 
fifty years ago, The little Con: 
‘servative and the little Liberal of 
the late Vietorian period would 
come to blows over the culpa 
bility or innocence of the Liberal 
Government of the day which 
refused to send to the beleaguer- 
ed. Gordon at Khartoum. the 
reinforcements which would 
have saved his life. That. is 
ancient history, although the 
controversy was partly revived 
‘a year ago when aspersions were 
east on Gordon's character, to 
be vigorously and authoritative- 
ly rebutted by the Colonel Com- 
mandant of his famous corps and 
some of his old personal friends. 
A special article in another 
column outlines the salient pas-

Skeleton Organization Needed 
For Emergency Service. 


The Council in July last au- 
thorized the retention of an addition- 
‘al 73 men of the Russian Detach- 
ment for the remainder of 1932, 
‘subject to the financial position 
being reviewed at the ond of the 
year and without committing itself 
to additional expenditure in 1933 
and succeeding years on the main- 
tenance of an increased strength of 
the'Russian Detachment, ‘The mat- 
ter was brought up for consideration 
by the Finance Committee on Decem- 
‘ber 20 when members were informed 
‘that a decision was necessary as to 
the retention of the services of these 
men after the end of the year, 

‘The Commandant submitted a re- 
port in which he assumed that the 
authorization already given, al- 
though only covering 1932, would 
permit the retention of these men 
until the Budget was considered. 
Accordingly, he was including pro- 
vision for their retention in the 1933 
Estimates, and had given instruc- 

for them to be retained on a 
temporary basis. 

‘The Acting Treasurer and Control- 
Jer regarded as important the quest- 
ion of the retention or otherwise 
of the 73 additional men, and was 
of opinion that this should be settled 
prior to detailed consideration of 
the Volunteer Corps Estimates, 

Replying to members of the Com. 
mittee, the Commandant stated that 
the total personnel of the Detach- 
‘ment, inclusive of the 73 additional 











-| men, 'represented minimum skele- 


ton organization upon which could 
be built up three bodies of infantry 
which were required for service dur- 
ing a period of emergency.

Board meeting of January 11, con-| 
firmed by the Council at its ‘meet-

Settlement. In reference to. Ex: 
traordinary Expenditure on build- 
ings, the Board recommended — the 
insertion in the Budget of an aj 
ropriation of Tis.

upon the construction of the 
Western District School for Boys. 
This appropriation was marked 
urgent, but it was recorded that the 
actual ‘sum might be reduced after; 
réveipt of a revised estimate from| 
the Public Works Department. An| 
appropriation of Tis. 100,000, re- 
presenting a portion of the cost of 
the new Public and ‘Thorias Hanbury 
School for Girls building, was also 
inserted in the Budget and marked 
urgent, 

‘The estimates of ordinary ex- 
penditure for the Education Office 
‘and of the schools for foreign 
children were approved, subject to 
Jadjustments by the Acting Treasurer 
‘and Controller, 


Girls’ School Site. 


In a report upon the site for tho! 
Public and Thomas Hanbury Schoo! 
for Girls, the Superintendent of
